THE HOMING PIGEON 

ODERN LIFE with its many and insistent de- 

mands presents what appears to be quite a 

problem, that of finding sufficient time to do 
the duties ever at hand. There are those who have a 
multitude of duties and only a few hours a day in which 
to perform them. If they are of religious temperament, 
they need to find time to pray. Quite often in the mad 
rush of a modern world prayer is forgotten or at least 
slighted. 


Were we always to realize the power of prayer, 
were we to think of it as the means whereby we become 
fortified for the tasks and duties of life, it would always 
have a place in our daily program. Were prayer always 
recognized as essential, something not to be overlooked, 
we would always find time to pray. 

The habit of the homing pigeon teaches us a les- 
son. Its main work appears to be flying and—flying 
home. It is never too busy to get its work done, never 
so rushed to fly that it does not take time to get its 
bearings. We see it rise above the earth, poise itself in 
mid-air as if waiting for some supreme intelligence to 
direct its flight. It is not too rushed to get home but 
that it must rest in mid-air and get its bearings. Once 
it has got these, its journey seems to be an easy one. 
Certainly it experiences nothing like perplexity. What- 
ever akin to mental poise and certainty the pigeon 
possesses now rules the bird’s instinct and intelligence. 
It cannot be swayed to do the wrong thing. 

Prayer helps us to get our bearings. The more we 
feel rushed, the less time we seem to have to pray the 
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more we need to get quiet and to let our tasks rest un- 
til we have our bearings. Mental poise and certainty 
must come to use before we can expect to handle our 
work with certainty and success. 

Could we emulate the homing pigeon, could we but 
rise above what appears to be earthly discord and poise 
ourselves in heavenly consciousness, awaiting divine 
guidance and power, we should indeed feel that the 
time taken from work was well spent. And we can do so. 
All the creations of God are endowed with the power to 
identify themselves with God and share in His guidance 
and power. God gives to both birds and men the 
ability to turn to Him when in confusion and doubt, 
when weary and uncertain. 

Man needs to cultivate the instinct of directing his J 
thoughts homeward, heavenward. Whatever his duties, Fe 
his heart should be centered in God. Whatever his § 
tasks, his chief thought should be a thought heavenward. 
He should think of himself as somewhat like a diver 
who goes forth in an uncertain sea but who is always 
conscious and certain of the line that keeps him in 
touch with the ship, even life itself. Without this line 
he could not breathe. Were he to sever it, he would be 
entirely at the mercy of the unfriendly forces of the sea 
and have but a meager chance to survive. 

Do you not see that we must keep our thoughts rest- 
ing in God all the day long, even though to outward ap- 
pearance we may seem to be thinking and doing things 
unrelated to God? Do you not feel that we must find 
time to pray, time to poise ourselves, even though in-

sistent demands claim our time? Do you not see that 
we must be like the homing pigeon, getting its bearings 
before it tries to perform its task; like the diver, con- 
scious of the life line that connects him with safety 
and security ? 

Man needs to develop his instinct to be aware of 
God's presence, His guidance, power, and safety. Man 
needs to know that he is connected with God and that 
over the mystical track that carries his prayer to God 
comes back the answer and God's sustaining help. The 
instinct to turn homeward, heavenward, is almost dulled 
in man because things of the world so engross his at- 
tention. The instinct becomes more acute, man senses 
more sharply the intuitional power with which God has 
endowed him when he trains himself to think Godward. 
He finds that he has more and more power to draw upon 
God for help and strength as he continues to rely upon 
God. 

The highly developed instinct of the pigeon appears 
to overshadow the intuition of many persons. Some 
birds and some animals seem to be almost superhuman in 
their instincts and have what man would consider al- 
most psychic power. Man can develop his power to 
know what is the right thing to do, the right way to do 
it, and he can find strength to perform his task only 
through turning to God in prayer. Modern life de- 
mands much of his time, but he must find time to pray. 

Those who set aside regular times for the silence 
and for prayer find that they do not need so much time 
for their daily duties. 





WHEN WE STEADY THE ARK 

OME OF the quaint and powerful stories of the 
S Bible come to us in this day with lessons that give 

solutions for present-day problems that startle us 
by the way they apply to our difficulties. We come to 
think of the Bible as having an answer to every ques- 
tion, a solution for every problem, a way out of every 
difficulty. 

There is the story about those who carried the ark. 
They were instructed to bear it by the handles and told 
not to touch the sanctuary. Uzzah and his brother moved 
the ark with oxen. When the oxen stumbled, Uzzah, 
in disobedience to the command of Jehovah, tried to 
steady the ark. He touched the sanctuary and was struck 
down. The holy contents of the sanctuary were like a § 
high-tension wire, too powerful for human hands. 3 

How often when Spirit goes with us instructing us 
how to carry our burdens do we disobey! How often do 
we fail to see that the burden is in reality the Lord’s 
and then try to help! Surely we do not compliment 
God when we think His shoulders are not broad enough 
for the load and that we must relieve him of that which ff 
we have already yielded to him. When we think that 
the Lord is in difficulty and that we must steady the ark J 
for Him, we certainly get into trouble. 

It would not be hard to find practical Christians who 
give their burdens to the Lord in prayer and then try to J 
steady the ark for Him, persons who in disobedience try 
to get their own hands into the Lord’s work. They who 
try to help the Lord get themselves into trouble. Those 
who try to figure out a way for the Lord to work, who 
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worry and scheme, thinking the Lord’s extremity will 
call for their resourcefulness, find themselves in diff- 
culty. 

When you give your troubles and problems to the 
Lord, they become holy to him. He warns you not to 
touch the sanctuary by thought or act. Keep your 
hands off. The road may be rocky and the oxen may 
stumble, but do not try to steady the sanctuary for Him. 

Are you an “‘ark steadier”? Do you give your affairs 
into the Lord’s keeping and then lie awake all night try- 
ing to find the right way for Him to act? Do you feel 
that the Lord has so much to look after that you had 
better do the brain work for the two of you? Do you 
think that possibly the Lord has not noticed the stony 
road and that His affairs will be severely jolted if you 
do not put out your hand? 

Do you know any modern Uzzahs, persons who are 
not content unless they have their hands in things? Peo- 
ple who believe that prayer is effective in battle but that 
they must also keep their powder dry! People who be- 
lieve the Lord will cure a headache but who think it 
best to keep an aspirin handy just in case ! People 
who think the Lord will provide for their every need 
but who consider it wise to pinch and scheme and be 
prepared for a rainy day when the Lord may not be so 
well fixed! 

The ark steadiers feel they must be ready and handy 
just in case the Lord falls down on the job. They offer 
their prayer and tell the Lord how much faith they have 
in Him, then sort of watch from behind some curtain to 
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see if the Lord is getting discouraged or is at His wit’s 
end. 

We can see that God considers ark steadying most 
unnecessary, in fact a mark of disobedience. When 
He tells us to leave His sanctuary alone, He does not ex- 
pect or need the aid of human hands. When we give our 
affairs into God’s keeping and they go into His sanctu- 
ary, powerful spiritual forces act upon them. We have 
to leave them alone. When we worry, we connect with 
the work that is going on and we get into more and 
more mental turmoil. 

The lesson of ark steadying shows us that we must be 
obedient when we are told to leave the sanctuary of the 
atk alone. We become imitators of Uzzah when we 
think that God needs to make use of our hands after 
we have given matters into His. When we give our 
affairs into God's keeping, our next step is to obey Him 
and to leave them alone. We are to go about our busi- 
ness just as if we have not a worry in the world. 

Our seeming difficulties become such only when we 
try to help God out of what appears to be a difficult task. 
When we try to do His worrying for Him, when we 
think His work will topple over but for our rushing 
to His aid, when we think He is sort of absent-minded 
and not aware of what is being shaped into a calamity, 
when we just know that God is going to be bested and 
His best efforts thwarted if we do not lie awake all night 
trying to think of some possible solution for Him, we 
may be sure that we, like Uzzah, are disobediently try- 
ing to steady His ark. 





“I AM FOR PEACE” 

F WE take our stand for peace, then we must view 
every situation from the standpoint of our con- 
sciousness of peace. The stronger the argument to 

sway us the stronger must be our stand for peace. 
David's words ‘I am for peace’’ must stand us in stead 
when even the world about us is arguing against peace. 
Whether the issue is one of international gravity or one 
of strictly a personal nature matters not. If we take 
the stand for peace, peaceful we must be. 

The student of Christian psychology may find that 
in spite of his faithfulness to prayer and his medita- 
tions upon peace he is not always peaceful. In fact he 
may be surprised at times that insignificant situations are 
able to make him quite inharmonious in mind. He fails. 
to recognize that he has become more and more men- 


tally sensitive, that he is more responsive mentally to 
the condition of things of his world. His way out of 
the difficulty is to realize that through his consciousness. 
of Truth and mastery he is master of the things of his 
world. Nothing can disturb him or take his peace 
from him. 


If in your inner consciousness you declare your stand 
for peace, remain steadfast to your resolution. Handle 
all situations from the standpoint of peace. When an 
inharmonious situation seems to appeal to you to make 
yourself a part of it, declare, “I am for peace.” Ex- 
ternal argument does not weaken the challenge of this 
Biblical affirmation. We would be weak indeed if we 
felt that we were to take a stand for peace only when 
things about us are peaceful or when taking the standi

for peace is altogether an easy matter. 

What if another person is unjust and unkind to you? 
Are you to take a stand for injustice and unkindness and 
retaliate? Must you sponsor the cause of peace at all 
times? If you take the stand for peace, are you to re- 
tain the stand in the face of situations antagonistic to 
peace? 

The antagonistic situations that you encounter are 
attracted to you either because of your antagonistic frame 
of mind or because they come to you to be handled by 
your peaceful methods. You can readily tell by the at- 
titude of your mind which is the case. If you are an- 
tagonistic, pugilistic, and warlike in your thought, you 
cannot hope to change that sort of condition in your 
world until you become harmonious and peaceful. 

The individual who naturally and subconsciously re- 
acts to situation by an attitude of peace is usually envied 
by his friends. While they fume, rage, and boil, he is 
calm and collected and peaceful. Their argument for 
combativeness finds no response in him. He has taken 
his stand for peace and God stands with him. 

If your stand is for peace, you must be immovable in 
your decision. You must think always in terms of 
peace. You must be unshaken when all about you is 
the argument against peace. You must stand for peace 
when there seems to be every reason for you to abdicate 
the throne of peace. You must realize that Christ is 
with you and that through His influence you are being 
inspired to take your stand for peace. 

Are we referring to taking a stand for peace in time 
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of world wars? Not altogether. Nearer home come 
inharmonious situations in the home, personal relations 
between friends and business associates. The individual 
who cannot handle little personal situations in his own 
home life would be of small service in trying to settle 
international complications. 

If you would be peaceful, you must keep your mind 
upon peace. You must think peace when there seems 
to be every reason for you to be combative. Your stand 
for peace must be unshaken. Your world must be a 
world of peace even though the world about you seems 
to be in the throes of war. 

The study of practical Christianity usually makes 
the student peaceful. Certainly his reactions to situa- 
tions in life are more peaceful than the reactions of 
those who have not found their indwelling Lord. Surely 
the presence of Christ in the midst of us gives us an as- 
surance of peace that nothing else can give. Were we 
always to keep our attention on Him, nothing but peace 
would ever enter our lives. 

Would you be peaceful at heart? Then find the 
presence of Christ within you. Do things of the world 
about you seem to keep you from being peaceful? Then 
center your thought upon Christ. Keep out of mind 
those thoughts which seem to argue against peace. Be 
for peace. In your mind’s eye see the prevalence of 
peace as the coming of Christ into manifestation and 
visibility. Behold His world of peace now becoming 
visible through the disappearance of a world of war and 
hate.

O YOU think of yourself as under some law of 

ill luck, misfortune, adversity, disease, or failure? 

While such a law has no place in Truth, it may 
operate as law in your life if you give it power. Those 
who believe in adverse laws come under a certain ad- 
verse spell or influence because of the process of self- 
mesmerism to which they contribute their power. Fail- 
ing to know this fact, they think that the power is in- 
herent in a so-called law of misfortune. 

Never acknowledge any law but the law of good. This 
alone exists in Truth. The law of good is the working of 
cause and effect in your life as to bring about your mani- 
fest, visible, and ultimate good. Being the law of God, 
it knows no rival and admits no so-called negative law 
as a competitor. In fact, evil has no basis in principle 
and hence is without foundation or background. Since 
there is but one God, there is also but one principle, 
the principle of Truth. God alone is identified with 
good, principle, and Truth and hence evil is lacking in 
principle or power. 

Give your whole thought to one God, one law of 
good, one principle of Truth, and realize that naught 
can prevail against Him.

E QUICKEN our faith when we cease to be- 
\Y/ ie in anything as the contrary of God and 

put our whole trust in Him. As we believe 
less and less in evil and sin, we come to have more 
and more faith in God, the real and the true.
